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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

In claims 1, 8, and 15, the phrase "can be higher" makes the claim unclear as to whether 
or not the information transmission component is higher than a turn on voltage for the LED 
signal generator. Additionally, given the deficiency above, the claim can be interpreted to have 
such condition optionally. As such, the rejection below is made in view of that the information 
transmission component is not higher than a turn on voltage for the LED signal generator. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Diab et al (US 
6,397,091), ("Diab"). 

As to Claim 1, 89 and 15, the paten discloses an system (see Fig. 7-9B), comprising an 
LED signal generator .... (402), a photodetector signal generator (404) for obtaining at least 
portion of the light signal generated by LED signal generator, an integrated information 
transmission component (332 )for storing information corresponding to the pulse oximeter; am 
oximeter processing system for causing the Led signal generator to generate a signal, for 
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processing the photocurrent from the detector signal generator and for providing a voltage source 
to cause the information transmission component to transit the stored information corresponding 
to the pulse oximeter (see col. 18 and col. 19); as to the voltage source provided by the oximeter 
processing system to read the information transmission component can be higher than a voltage 
for the LED signal generator, see col. 19, lines 22-28) . 

As to Claims 2, 9, 16, the patent teach all as applied to Claims 1, 8 and 15, respectively, 
and in addition the information transmission component of Diab's system includes an 
identification chip (col. 18, lines 56-61). 

As to Claim 3,10, 17 the patent teach all as applied to Claims 1, 8 and 15, respectively, 
and in addition the information transmission component of Diab's system includes a passive 
circuit component. 

As to Claim 4-6, 1 1-13, 18 and 19, the patent teach all as applied to Claims 1, 8 and 15, 
respectively, and in addition information corresponding to the pulse oximeter includes 
information corresponding to characteristics of one component of the pulse oximeter, the 
information is a precise wavelength of an LED (col. 11, lines 9-17) 

As to Claims 7, 14, the patent teach all as applied to Claims 1, 8 and 15, respectively, and 
in addition the information transmission component of Diab's system is configured to not to 
require additional wiring (see col. 19, lines 29-34).
